-® "WT ^ "^f Scotland, Wee did publish our pleasure 
"^ W ^^^^^^^ *^® recreations of Our people in 

^^^*$**?*^ those parts vnder Our Land: For some 
causes Us thereunto mooning, We have thought good to 
command these Our directione tben giuen in Lauicashire 
with a few words thereunto added, and most appUable to 
these parts of our Kealmes, to be published to all Our Sub- 
iects. 

Whereas We did iu^ly in Our Progresse through Lancor 
shirCj rebuke some Puritanes and precise people, and tooke 
order that the like yiilawful cariage should not bee vsed 
by any of them hereafter, in the prohibiting and unlaw- 
ful! punishing of Our good people for vaing their lawfully 
Recreations, and honest exercises vpon Sundayes and 
other Holy dayes, after the aftemoone Sermon or Seruice: 
Wee now find that two sorts of people wherewith that 
Countrey is much hifested, (Wee meane Papists and Puri- 

* tanes) 
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taiw») buue maliGLou^ly traduf?e^ and calamninted thow 
Our iu&t an<l honourable proceeding. And tberefore lest 
Our reputation ini;;ht upon the one side (though innoceat- 
)y) luiue i^umc aispcrrrion l&yd uptm ity and that v[xin the 
other [Kirt Our ;50(icl people in thut Coiintrey h©e minled 
by the tniKtakin^ aii^ mieiintcrprctation of Our tnoaning: 
Wo hniic theTciijre thouj^ht gooiJ hereby to cle^rc and 
make Our pleii^nre to bee manileHt^^d Iji all Our gcKid Peo* 
pie in those parts. 

It is true that at Our first entry to this Crownc, and 
Kingdtjme, Wee were infonnec], and that too truly, that 
Our Coimty oV Limmshire Eiboundetl more lu Popish J?et*ufr- 
ODtfl than any Countio of England, and thue bath stil con- 
tinued since to Our giieat rcgrcet^ with little amendment, 
Muc ihnt nnw nf hilr, in Our hiwl riiling ihrough Our paid 
Coiinly, Wcc find I.H>tb by iho report of the lu^gos, and of 
the Birthop of that dioccei^c tliat there is &orac amendment 
now daily bf>^innhig. which js nr>f^all ccntentment to Ve< 

The iv|H>rt uf this gniwing amendment amnngHt ibem, 
ntade \'s tlie nioro *orj% when with Our owne Eares Wee 
heard the gcncrall complaint of Our people, thnt they were 
haiTed from all lawful Recreation, and cxcrcLsc vpoa the 
Suntla\"es uft^rnounu', ufli.'r (be cmlin^ of itll Diniiif? Sflinjice, 
which c4uinot but produce t^vo cuIU: Tho one, the hinder*

ing of the oonuersion of many, wbom their Pri^sta will 
tftke occasion hereby to vexc, [jerewodiug theia that no 
lione^t nilt-th or I'ecreatiou ia lawfully or tollerable in Our 
Keligion^ which cnnnot hut hroeil a great (li^^nientment 
in Our pe*.iples hearts, especially of n^uch as are penidueQ-< 
tur© vpoa the point of turning; The other inconjcnicncc 
is, that thifl prohibition bari'eth tht common and meaner 
sort of people from vHDg such exeix^iaefl as inay make their 
Ijodies more able for Warre^ when Wee or Our Succeeeors 
ehall hauc occtision to uae them. AnJ in place thereof 
feU vp filthy tiplingfi and dnmkenuessei and bi-eeda a 
iiLiml^r nf idte and di^coiitentei) sjieaeheB ia their Ale- 
houses. For when shal the conunon people bane leaueto 
eserciBC, if not vpoii the Sundayca and H(jUdajes, seeing 
they must apply their labom^^und winne their lining in all 
working dayes? 

Our e:cprGsee pleasure ihereforo i^, that the Lawea o, 
Oup Kingdomc. and Canona of Our Church bee a^ well 
observed in that Comity> as In all other pTaf;Efl of this Our ■ 
Kingdom, And on the other part> that no lawful Re*-! 
creation whall bee barred to Our good People, which nhall 
not tend to the breach of Our &forc»aid Lawc^^ and Ca-J 
iioiiH <*f Our Chiiich; which to fiApresae moi-e parlk-ularly.
